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Ohio Sales Tax Stamps 


By Leo M. Goerth 


With the Collaboration of Harrison Dunseth, Clifford Shafer, Louis Gardner 


HE Ohio sales tax stamps are 
s§ no doubt unique in the field of 

collecting revenue for purposes 
of the state. In reality they are not 
even a stamp but merely a printed re- 
ceipt which is used by tearing in half 
to show that the tax has been paid. 
There are several states that have a 
sales tax on their statute books, but 
none have such a complex system of 
collecting it. Most states permit the 
retailer to absorb the tax (which 
works hardship on the small fellow) 
but not so in Ohio, no partiality is 
shown. 

Much time has been spent trying to 
arrange a satisfactory check list. 
There are many differences in the 
separate issues but only a sufficient 
number has been given in order to 
identify them correctly. 

The writer would like to ask the 
readers of Linn’s Weekly if a sufh- 
cient number of them would be in- 
terested in a regular column which 
would be given entirely to state 
revenues. The writer has been inter- 
ested in this field for several years and 
with the help of the readers could 
present very interesting articles on 
this side line. A penny post card to 
the editor will suffice. 

The writer wishes to thank, Harri- 
son Dunseth, whose eagle eye and 
stooping efforts have brought many 
of these varieties to light; Louis 
Gardner, Manager of a branch bank, 
for letting the writer look through 
the stock of stamps of the state; 
Clifford Shafer for his help in pre- 
paring this check list. 

The writer hopes his humble efforts 
and those of his collegues are ap- 
preciated and will welcome criticism 
as to errors and omissions.

One magazine quite confidently 
told collectors that the ‘“what-is-it” 
is a cockroach and a dead one at that. 
Senor de Vega, poet and dramatist of 
the long ago, is supposed to have em- 
ployed the carcass of the lowly crea- 
ture as a design for his bookplate and 
to have insinuated that his critics were 
of about so much importance in his 
life. If this explanation of the design 
is correct we have, in de Vega, located 
the chap who inspired the late en- 
emies of the New Deal and General 
Johnson. For these latter day crusa- 
ders, according to the general, carried 
on a business of flinging dead cats 
over the back fence of the administra- 
tion and dead cats and dead cock- 
roaches have something, if not every- 
thing, in common.

Our stamps number among them 
three 5c stamps which are carmine 
instead of the usual blue called for by 
the Universal Postal Union. Mr. J. 
E. Smith asks how this happened. In 
making a plate from which stamps are 
printed the design for each stamp is 
pressed into a steel plate from a trans- 
fer roll on which the design is raised 
in relief. In the early part of 1917 
such a plate number 7492 was pre- 
pared for 2c sti imps and a proof was 
taken. Examination of this proof 
showed that the transfers for stamps 
74 and 84, in the upper left pane of 
100, and stamp 18, in the lower right 
pane, were defective. The plate was 
therefor returned to the man who 
enters the designs on the plate for cor- 
rection. This is done by burnishing 
out the defective designs, hammering 
up the hollows, and then re-impress-

ing the transfer roll in the plate. 
However, in this instance, the trans- 
fer roll for the 5c value, which was 
different only in the numerals, was 
impressed by mistake. 

The supposedly corrected proof was 
passed and the stamps issued in 
March 1917, the upper left pane bear- 
ing two 5c stamps and the lower right 
one, in the positions mentioned above. 
Upon being detected, the Department 
at once issued orders to all postmasters 
ordering them to return any found in 
their stocks to Washington for re- 
demption. Of the 150,000 possible 
errors available 17,283 were return- 
ed, the balance going to collectors, 
or being used up commercially. 

The three varieties which appeared 
between March 2 and April 1, the 
date on which the plate was used 
for printing were:—imperforate, of 
which only 50 sheets or 150 errors are 
supposed to have reached the public, 
perforated 10 and perforated 11, the 
former being about twice as scarce as 
the latter. Well centered copies of 
either error are extremely difficult to 
find. 








Mrs. E. A. Ashley shows us an 
English stamp postmarked ‘New 
York.” This is in addition to the 
regular English machine postmark 
which says ‘‘Buy British” and is made 
by an American manufactured ma- 
chine. This is not of any great rarity 
as mail coming from abroad is often 
backstamped and the possibility of the 
cancellation appearing on the front is 
not remote 


Mrs. Ashley also asks the meaning 
of “double transfer.” In applying the 
transfer roll, mentioned above to the 
plate to impress the design from 
which the stamp is printed, the roll 
may be raised by the operator during 








the process. He may then set it down 
again but not quite in the right posi- 
tion so that all lines coincide. This 
naturally results in a doubling of 
some of the lines in the design which 
show on the stamp when printed. 
This is termed a double transfer by 
collectors.

NTEREST of the latter half of 
November .and early December 

. centered largely around air mail 
stamps and flights. 

A final summary of a_ previous 
group of trans-oceanic flight stamps 
has been prepared by the Post Office 
Department. The 50-cent Zeppelin 
stamp was issued late in the year 1933 
granting due official recognition of the 
flight of the dirigible from Germany 
to the Century of Progress Exposi- 
tion, by way of South America, but 
the main purpose or reason of the 
issue was for prepayment of postage 
on mail carried between various points 
in the United States and on the re- 
turn flight to Germany. 

In the final analysis, the official 


figures reveal that there were only 
324,070 of the 50-cent Zeppelin 
stamps sold. Publication of this ex- 
tremely small quantity is likely to 


send the price of this stamp, either 
used or in mint condition, skyrocket- 
ing. Already quoted in the dollar 
price class, there is no telling just 
what the upward price slant will be,

there were never put into circulation 
enough of these stamps for one each 
for all: the collectors in the United 
States alone. 

As a matter of record to those in- 
terested in as many of the facts and 
figures as are available, we will record 
here that the model designed by the 
artist Victor $. McCloskey was ap- 
proved on September 19, 1933. J. C. 
Benzing engraved the picture portion 
of the die, and the lettering was taken 
care of by E. M. Hall and W. B. 
Wells. 


There were but four plate numbers 
for the issue, 21171 and 21172, and 
21177 and 21178. The stamps were 
printed on the flat-bed presses and 
were the first to be given the test of 
being perforated throughout from 
that type of printing. The success of 
perforating through the centerlines of 
the flat plate Printings has been furth- 


-er demonstrated as highly practicable 


and extremely desirable in three other 
issues. ©The Little America stamps 
released the week following the Zep- 
pelin issue was perforated throughout, 
as was also the Boulder Dam com- 
memorative of September this year 
and the more recent 25-cent Trans- 
Pacific Air ~“Nfail Commemmorative. 

Schedule of the flight was as fol- 
lows: The Graf Zeppelin sailed from 
Friedrichshafen, Germany, October 
14, 1933. Following a route that 
carried the ship over the South At- 
lantic, northward over parts of South 
America, Miami, Fla., was the first 
stop in the United States, made on 
October 23, 1933. Next stop was 
Akron on October 24, with arrival 
at Chicago October 26, 1933. The 
Graf remained in Chicago some 24 
hours, then left for Akron and started 
on the homeward flight to Germany 
on October 28, 1933. 

First day of sale was October 2, 
1933 in New York City. Approxi- 
mately 3500 first day covers were 
canceled, 88,942 stamps were sold and 
some 14,627 covers were received for 
the flight. It is interesting to note 


here that more than one-fourth of the 
entire output of the 50-cent Zeppelin 
issue was sold on that first day in

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RELIGION IN THE STAMPS 
A Biblical Geography of the Stamps 
Harry M. Savacool 
CuHapter VII 


IBLE students know that a knowledge of the 
B geography of the Biblical lands and events is 

necessary to a real understanding of the Book. 
It is a fascinating and informing study. Fortunately 
it can be made a joy to the religious stamp collector 
for many of the governments of the Near East have 
issued stamps bearing pictures of places associated with 
Biblical Geography. A beautiful exhibit sheet could 
be made by using a good-sized outline map of the Bible 
lands and mounting the stamps around the places they 
illustrate. This arrangement could hardly be used in 
the album for lack of space. 


All Bible readers will remember that Genesis 8:4 
locates the place at which the Ark of Noah came to 
rest after the great flood as Mt. Ararat in Armenia. 
It is very natural that Armenia should desire to show 
this mountain on a stamp issue. An issue of stamps 
was ordered printed in Paris to be used in 1929. In 
this issue the 25r, 50r, and 100r values (No. 273, 275, 
277) bore a picture of the Mt. Ararat of Bible fame. 
These stamps had a rather peculiar and interesting 
history. The first consignment sent to Armenia was 
lost in transit. Before a second consignment could be 
delivered a Soviet Republic had been set up in Armenia 
and they prohibited the use of these stamps. Conse- 
quently these stamps were never used postally in 
Armenia. 


The Soviet government came out with a series of 
stamps in 1921. Some of them bore Soviet symbols 
but part of the issue used purely Armenian designs and 
two of them bore a view of Mt. Ararat. The one 
design pictured the post office in Erivan and Mt. 
Ararat in the background (No. 288, 294k). The 
other was just a picture of Mt. Ararat itself (No. 293, 
294, 294p). It is rather peculiar that the Soviet 
government should use this design, even if protected 
with the Soviet symbol in the corner. The Soviets 
are opposed to all religion as “the opiate of the people” 
and would certainly not intentionally show even an 
indirect honor to anything connected with the Bible. 
In 1922 they again used Mt. Ararat, and in 1922-23 
again, on two designs but this time with the Red Star 
of Russia blazing overhead (No. 300, 301, 310-315). 
One would think that this was to atone for a previous 
oversight in issuing a religious stamp but any such 
idea is shattered by a different issue of 1922 and of 
1922-23 bearing two different designs with pictures 
of Mt. Ararat without the added decoration of the Red 
Star (No. 340-343, 357-359). Whatever the motives 
of the Soviet postal authorities may have been it is 
very interesting that they should continue to use a 
picture with religious associations upon their stamps. 


One of the landmarks of Biblical geography is the 
Euphrates River. In Genesis 2:14 it is named as one 
of the four rivers flowing out of the Garden of Eden. 
In Genesis 14:18 it is asserted that God himself in his 
promises to Abraham set it as the north eastern border 


of the Jewish nation. In consequence of this promise 
the Jews always regarded it as their ideal border, It 
is doubtful if they ever attained it in fact unless jt 
may have been for a short time under David and 
Solomon or Jereboam II. In 1931 Syria issued an 
airpost stamp in 2pi value, Prussian blue (No. 348) 
showing a view of this historic river with an airplane 
soaring over it. 


While the Euphrates River was the longed-for 
border of the Jews their real north eastern border was 
usually the little kingdom of Hamath. In I Kings 
8:65 the extent of Israel is described as being “‘from the 
entering in of Hamath to the river of Egypt.” The 
Syrian government has added greatly to our stamps on 
Biblical Geography by giving us several stamps bearing 
views of Hama (Hamath). ‘They began in 1925 by 
a design on which a mosque minaret was most prom- 
inent (No. 173). This was reissued with a surcharge in 
1928 (No. 198). Then in 1930-31 came four different 
stamps each bearing a view of Hamath (No. 208, 210, 
217, 221). In two of these the minaret predominates 
again but on the 4.50pi and 15pi values we have good 
views that give the oriental flavor of the city. The 
airpost issue of 1931 gives us two good airplane views 
of the city (No. 346, 353). In 1933 for some inex- 
plicable reason the two poorest views of 1930-31 were 
reissued (No. 226, 228). A view of Hamath showing 
a section of the city wall was used on four postage due 
stamps in 1925 (No. 436, 438-440). Still greater 
interest is added to this city for us by the fact that in 
the time of David a King Toi ruled in Hamath and 
when David conquered the Syrians of Zobah, Toi 
sent his son Joram to congratulate the victor (II Sam. 
8:9-10). Whether this was to be an act of submis- 
sion and whether David was the acknowledged over- 
lord of Toi of Hamath is not clear. 


The Land of Israel was not a land of trees. The 
landscape was almost treeless except for stunted shrubs. 
On their northern border were the mountains of 
Lebanon with their lordly cedars. It was very natural 
that these magnificent trees should capture the im- 
aginations of the Jews. We find in the Psalms and 
Prophets constant use of the Cedars of Lebanon as an 
illustration. ‘The righteous shall flourish like the 
palm-tree: He shall grow like a cedar in Lebanon” 
(Psalm 92:12). ‘The trees of Jehovah are filled 
with moisture, The Cedars of Lebanon which he hath 
planted” (Psalm 104:16). When Solomon was pre- 
paring to build his magnificent temple to Jehovah in 
Jerusalem he had to turn to Hiram, King of Tyre for 
lumber. In I Kings 5:6 it is recorded that Solomon 
wrote to Hiram, “Command thou that they cut me 
cedar trees out of Lebanon.” The Temple woodwork 
was of the beautiful Lebanon cedar. Modern Lebanon 
is proud both of the historic associations and the natural 
heauty of their cedars. In 1925 a stamp was issued 
(No. 50) bearing a beautiful picture of one of the 
mighty cedars. This design was reissued with sur- 
charges in 1927 (No. 72) and in 1928 (No. 86, 105). 
In 1930-31 the Cedars of Lebanon again appeared, 
this time a group of them, on an Op20 in yellow 
brown (No. 115).

Next came the British Empire with 
its Silver Jubilee issues and again roll- 
ed Mr. John Collector for a nice mess 
of jack. 

Naturally, the dealer in both in- 
stances got his little bit of commission 
on the handling of these issues but 
the big divide went to the Govern- 
ments responsible for these issues and 
in the case of the Farley Imperforates, 
that was plenty. 

It has always been our belief that 
the Philatelic Agency at Washington 
was unfair competition for the legiti- 
mate stamp dealer whom we believe 
is entitled to a legitimate chance to 
make a profit and make a living from 
his business just as is any other 
tradesman. 

To you fellows who disagree with 
this view we only suggest that you 
consider closing the meat markets, and 
let each family man go out and get 
his piece of beef without buying from 
the tradesman. 

The stamp business has grown to 
such proportions that the dealer must 
be recognized as a distributor. As

The “Coil Crack Twins” 
of 1935 








On the TOP plate number strip of 
the No. 599, 2c current sidewise coil, 
which shows a portion of plate num- 
ber 20780, the subject to the LEFT 
of the joint-line has a crack which 
starts from the lower border line’ of 
the “banner ribbon”. which ‘carries 
“WASHINGTON,” at a point be- 
low the “O.” “The crack extends up- 
ward through the left side of the 
“O,” through the center line of the 
button on the “Toga,” doubles above 
the button for almost half the vertical 
distance to the hair, where it “‘jumps”’ 
to the left and continues almost to 
the line of the hair. There is a small 
crack to the left, about 24 of the way 
between the button and the hair-line. 
In the hair, is three additional cracks 
of small dimension. 

While this variety is shown on a 
joint-line strip showing a portion of 
plate number 20780, it actually 
occurs on plate number 20779, posi- 
tion number 17, Subjects to the right 
of the joint line are of Plate 20780, 
while those to the left are of 20779, 
the companion plate. 

On the TOP Plate number strip of 
the No. 599, 2c current sidewise coil, 
showing plate number 20184, the sub- 
ject to the LEFT of the line has a 
crack similar to the above but not at 
all the same. In this specimen, the 
crack starts (or ends) a little to the 
right of the place where the other 
begins, but at the banner line under 
the “O” of “WASHINGTON,” ex- 
tends through the RIGHT side of 
the “O,” through the first Toga- 
Button line to the right of the middle 
line, vertically toward the hair, back 
of the ear. About halfway up the neck, 
the crack forms a “loop,” continues, 
bearing toward the right. No minor 
breaks in the hair. 

This, too, is on the “companion 
plate” of that indicated by the portion 
of the number shown on the coil 
strip. The proper designation of the 
position being, plate 20183—No. 17. 
These two varieties are generally 
called “Gripper-Slot Cracks,” as they 
occur at the point where the plates 
are thinned out from the back to 
clamp them to the press. 

While the first variety mentioned 
above has been known for some time, 
I do not believe that the latter one 
has as yet been described in the 
philatelic press.—Chips. ~

THE NATIONAL BANK NOTE COMPANY used thin, hard paper of good quality with a slightly rough appearance on 
the back, a slight yellowish tone due possibly to the gum which was a heavy brownish shade. This paper is practically never 
as white as that used by the Continental Bank Note Company. 


THE CONTINENTAL BANK NOTE COMPANY used hard, white paper similar to the National Bank Note Company, 
but thinner, smoother and whiter. Also for a short time they used a thin soft paper, but not quite as soft as the soft porous 
Paper of the American Bank Note Company. They also used a thick hard paper with a vertical or a horizontal ribbing. 


THE AMERICAN BANK NOTE COMPANY used a soft porous paper showing heavy meshes in the texture, varying 
from quite thick white paper to a thin and somewhat transparent soft paper.
